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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 - 9, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sorimachi et al. (US 4,818,858). 

3. Regarding claims 1,8-9, Sorimachi '858 discloses the claimed "stereo camera 

" (i.e. fig. 2), and the claimed " a pair of photographing optical system " (i.e. fig. 

2, abstract), and the claimed "an object distance measuring " (i.e. col. 1, lines 42+), 

and the claimed "a convergence angle adjustment mechanism adapted " (i.e. col. 1, 

lines 49+), and the claimed "controller adapted to control convergence angle " (i.e. 

fig. 5, controllers 42 and 44, abstract). 

Regarding claim 2, Sorimachi '858 discloses the claimed "pair of photographing 

Optical systems are each " (reads on figs. 2 and 3a-b), and the claimed "drive 

mechanism which rotates each " (reads on col. 4, lines 2+). 

Regarding claim 3, Sorimachi '858 discloses the claimed "pair of rotary plates 

whose " (reads on fig. 2, col. 5, lines 8+), and the claimed "sector gears provided on 

each of pair " and also "a sector worm wheel " and "a worm which is in mesh 

" (reads on fig. 2, col. 4, lines 19+). 
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Regarding claim 4, the claimed " light path of " (reads on figs. 3a - 3b, 

elements 24 and 34). 

Regarding claim 5, the claimed "drive mechanism which moves at least a part of 
" (reads on col. 4, lines 25+). 

Regarding claim 6, the claimed "pair of photographing optical systems is 

provided with a respective " (reads on figs. 2 and 3a - 3b), also the claimed " 

passive measurements of the object distance In Sorimachi '858 the stereoscopic 

system can control and adjust the convergence angle to detect and calculate the 
distance to an object, therefore the limitation as claimed is inherent necessitated in the 
system. 

Regarding claim 7, the claimed "stereo camera applied to an electronic "is 

inherent in Sorimachi '858.
